the legislature. 

With the bill expected to 
come up for consideration on 
Wednesday. Illinois realtors 
were organizing a caravan to 
travel to the state capitol to 
express their opposition to 
the bill. 

In Us present form, the bill 
applies only to owners .rent- 
ing four or more units. The 
bill would make it illegal to 
refuse to rent to anyone be- 
cause of race, creed or re- 
ligion.

WHY WASTE 
TAXPAYERS' MONEY? 

Ideological considerations 
aside, it is difficult to follow 
the reasoning of a number of 
high government officials — 
in the Interior Department 
as well as those in other 
agencies — who fight unre- 
lentingly on behalf of new 
and extremely costly social- 
ised power projects, when 
private enterprise, heavily 
taxed, and financed entirely 
with private earnings and 
savings, Is ready to do the 
job. 

The fiscal position of the 
federal government is tot- 
tery, to soy the least. We 
are. It seoms, to have tax re- 
duction with no reduction in 
spending. Indeed, the Ad- 
ministration Is solidly back- 
ing increased spending in 
virtually every area in which 
tlio government operates. 
The result will be a deficit 
of gigantic size. Some think 
It could very well run to $20 
billion or so, for an all-time 
peace-time record. 

In the light o,f all this, 
which is simply fact and not 
argument, economic sanity 
would certainly demand that 
government rigorously re- 
frain from any spending 
which private enterprise 
and private resources are 
ready, able and not only will- 
ing but eager to take over. 

Electric .power develop- 
ment is the prime example 
here. Hundreds upon hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars

ROCK-A BYE BABY ! 
By C. Robert Graver , ; 

Editor, All About Babte* 

Some babies sleep, without 
any trouble. OjfticrsT: . like 
adults are born, bad sleepers: 

Slight disturbances wake 
them up. The born bad 
sleepers frequently Ho awake 
for hours after being mil to 
bed. Sometimes babies will 
He awake in ordor lo attract 
attention. 

These discoveries emerged 
from -a review of medical lit- 
erature dealing 'with the 
management of healthy bab- 
ies who won't sleep. 

Doctors list a "few '.of the 
more common causes of 
sleeplessness: 

Teething, too much tight, 
gastro-lntestinal .distress, a 
tight abdominal binder, un- 
suitable underwear, a knot- 
ty mattress, a poorly made; 
bed, or insufficient bed- 
clothes leading to cold Ipmln 
and feet and discomfort 
caused by a wet or, soiled 
diaper. 

If . sleeplessness persists. 
the first thing is to consult 
your- doctor to rule out any 
organic disturbance. 

Then look to baby's com- 
fort. A , loose sleeping bag 
will keep the baby from be- 
ing uncovered.- Most, babies 
like flannel pajamas, a hard. 
with a blanket and a flannel 
sheet. Tight clothing should 
be avoided, and the baby 
should always be freshly 
diapered. 

A professional diaper ser- 
vice will always assure a 
ready supply of clean pro- 
cessed diapers. 

If the baby is afraid of 
the dark, there should be a 
small light in the room. A 
warm bath at night has the 
effect, of soothing many bab- 
ies and promoting their sleep. 
A quiet period before bed 
time is recommended. 

If your baby understands, 
you may find it sometimes 
helps to suggest that its eyes 
look tired, that it looks sleepy 
and will soon be fast alsccp-. 

Dr. Morris Wilkin, a pedia- 
trician, has this suggestion 
for handling the difficult 
baby: 

"To insist on sleep where 
there is no desire is senseless, 
for sleep will not be com- 
manded. One cannot stam- 
pede a child lo sleep. To

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Of Fish In 
Lakes Chain 

The long awaited compre- 
hensive survey of. tho 'Fox 
Chain of Lakes was launched 
by Fisheries Biologist Bruce 
Muench, jn'.a three day sweep 
of selected places in tho 
chain. " . ' ." 

One of the projects In- 
volves a consus of tho fish in 
a given .area. This, is ac- 
complished by the use of an 
electric . shocking device. 
Thoy are brought to the sur- 
face, netted and placed in a 
special tank, after which thoy 
are measured, .weighed, their 
kind noted, and then re- 
turned to the water, un- 
harmed. In the case of the 
northern pike and the white 
bass, a few scales arc re- 
moved, for further study in 
the laboratory. .This Is re- 
peated at different places, to 
gain information as to^.the 
whereabouts of the fishes. 
Water chemistry tests are 
also made in the various lakes 
to gain an insight into the 
condition of their habitat. 
Water temperature is taken 
at the surface and at the two 
foot level, as well as oxygen 
content, turbidity and other 
tests. 

At one place, a gill net 
with five different mesh 
sizes was set out at night 
and Its catch .recorded and 
released the following morn- 
ing. This is to learn, the 
movement ' of these fishes 
from one area to another. 

The survey was begun in 
Plstakee Lake and proceeded 
through Nippersink, Fox, Pe- 
tite , Marie, Channel and 
Grass Lakes. 

All of this will be repeated 
at the end of the month and 
again in June, July and Au- 
gust. 

The backwater areas were 
checked for evidence of the 
newly hatched northern pike 
and the minute insect life 
which they feed upon. 

It will be recalled that this 
survey was brought about by 
the insistence of the North- 
ern Illinois Conservation 
Club. Publicity director Har- 
ry II, Stern accompanied the 
survey as an observer for the 
Club.
